vice is currently engaged in re. 
search on the restoration and 
reforestation of Stripmined 
areas in eastern Kentucky. 

Mr. Robert F. May, Project 
Leader, and Dr. W. D. Striffler, 
Hydrologist, indicate that the 
flumes now being constructed 
will be used to measure storm 
runoff from strip mired ter- 
races and outslopes in the Haz. 
ard area. By measuring runoff 
and sediment yield from raw 
spoil banks, scientists working 
on the project will be able to 
evaluate the effects of future 
stabilization and re.vegetation 
treatment*. 

By constructing these flumes, 
the Hazard Vocational School, 
not only performs an important 
service which is presently un- 
available elsewhere in the Haz. 
ard area, but provides its weld, 
ing students with a unique 
training opportunity. 

Mr. John Calitri, Welding In- 
structor at the School, says that 
the project not only gives the 
students excellent experience 
in the fabrication cf an unusual 
shape requiring close tolerance 
and careful work but also gives I 
them practical experience in 
blueprint reading and an oppor. 
tunity to compare the finished 
product with the complicated 
blueprint.

Boil sausages in Vi cup of the orange 
juice in large skillet, covered, 5 minutes. Uncover and cook, 
turning often, until brown, about 10 minutes. Meanwhile combine 
remaining Vi cup orange juice, sugar and cinnamon; bring to a 
boil.. Reduce heat; add orange sections and simmer very gently 
5 minutes. Drain sausages and arrange on platter with orange 
sauce in center.
